arrangem ents for the occasion.

illumination 
of

White 
House and grounds will be the most 
elaborate ever attempted. 
The his 
toric structure itself will be outlined 
in streaks of fire; thousands of incan­ 
descent lamps will glow in the oaks 
and elms, strung about the executive 
mansion, 
flooding 
the 
lawns 
with 
light, and searchlights on the roofs of 
the state, war and navy buildings will 
throw colored beams of light on the 
playing fountain directly in front of 
the great port© cochere of the W hite 
House. 
Practically 
all 
the 
preliminaries 
have been completed. The lawns have 
been newly clipped, the trees and 
shrubbery trimmed, the stand for the 
marine band completed and the cov­ 
ered canopy tinder which the presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Taft will stand to re­ 
ceive their guests, made ready and 
decorated for the occasion. 
This af­ 
ternoon the White House conserva­ 
tories practically were cleaned 
ut 
and the interior of the W hite House 
decorated with wagon loads cf cut 
flowers. 
The shops of W ashington 
have been swept clean of Japanese 
lanterns that, enclosing incandescent 
globes, have been strung in a great 
square around the ground just inside 
the iron fence that will divide the

Dozens of tables scattered here abd 
there among tim trees will bear the 
-bowls fit’ punch 
.and light refresh­ 
ments. 
On the lawn the marine band 
will play. 
In the east room the engi­ 
neers’ band will serve the dancers. It 
will be a long remembered outdoor 
fete if the fickle w eather of W ashing­ 
ton holds kind and true.

Governor of Illinois 
Determined to 
Gerry on Finish Fight. 
Springfield, 111., June 19.—For the 
eventual enactment into law’ of the 
waterway bill as it came out of the 
senate. Governor 
Deneen 
is 
deter­ 
mined to fight to the finish. 
“The senate bill, now before the 
house of representatives,’’ said the 
governor, “is the measure which in 
my judgment answers the immediate 
requirem ents of the state and responds 
to the demands of tho people of the 
state, 
it makes possible at once the 
conservation of the w ater power sites 
now’ in controversy and prepares the 
way for concurrent action of the fed­ 
eral government and the state of Illi­ 
nois. I am hopeful that the senate bill 
will become a law.” 
The bill to which the governor re­ 
ferred In all of its substantial particu­ 
lars is the original Johnson measure 
formulated by the legal advisers of the 
state administration. 
It received the 
unofficial approval of President Taft 
and was passed by the senate at the 
regular session by a vote of 39 to 0. 
It died then in the house, making nec­ 
essary the extraordinary session.

‘Now listen, all of you boys and 


girls, tell me who k nock ed out Jim 


Jeffries,” ask ed Evangelist Orr at the 
union meeting of the Sunday school 
at the Main Street Christian church 


after the parade, in attempting to 
demonstrate that boys and girls have 
four k inds of life, one of which is 
physical. 
“Jack Johnson,” was the almost 
unanimous answer from all parts of 
the house. 
The evangelist used sev­ 
eral other illustrations to show that 
human beings 
have 
bodies which 
raises them above the level of the an­ 
imals. 
Such a demonstration as was made 
yesterday morning was never wit­ 
nessed here before. 
It is estimated 
that there were twelve hundred in the 
procession that marched 
from the 
tabernacle to the Christian 
church. 
Little tots who could scarcely walk 
as well as grownups took part in the 
monster parade, which was headed 
by a brass band. 
Throngs of people 
gathered all along the line of march 
to view the spectacle. 
The proces­ 
sion was five block s long, the Sun­ 
day school 
scholars 
walk ing 
two 
abreast and closely together. 
The Rev. Mr. Orr made a wonder­ 
ful and accurately clear 
argument 
for young people to lead Christian 
lives during the brief service at the 
church following the demonstration. 
A crowd of young people that 
been estimated at sixty came forw. 
and vowed to accept Christ as their 
Sav io ur. The c lass was tak en to the 
basement of the church after the ser­ 
vices, where they were given cards 
and a brief prayer service, conducted 
bv the local 
ministers, was held. 
“Mv soul lias been stirred as it was 
never stirred before by this great 
demonstration this morning,” said the 
lev. Mr. Orr at the beginning. 
“I 
thought of the great possibilities that 
are wrapped up in these young peo­ 
ple as I watched the procession pass. 
hope that they will all give their 
hearts to Christ today.” 
In his brief sermon, 
which 
was 
convincing on account of its simplici­ 
ty. and which 
w as uniq ue as lie said, 
lecause "I will tak e 
no 
text,” the 
■vangelist pointed out that there are 
four k inds of life, physical, intellec­ 
tual, moral and spiritual. 
He ask ed 
all of the boys to try their muscles to 
show that they have a physical 
self. 
He said that there was an old blind 
mule in his town which could k nock 
Jack Johnson out the 
first round, to 
illustrate that all animals have phy­ 
sical life. 
He ask ed the boys and girls sever­ 
al q uestions which 
they 
answered 
readily, he drawing the 
conclusion 
that they had intellectual life, which 
raised them above the plane of all 
animals. He started on the next sub­ 
division by saying 
that all 
boys 
should swear, drink and gamble, but 
lie was disputed by some of the boys 
in the audience. 
The evangelist de­ 
clared that that was moral life whieli 
every boy and girl should have. 
“The spiritual life.” lie declared, 
“ is the highest type. Yon young peo­ 
ple k now that there are a lot of dead 
folk s walk ing around town here? 
It 
is not the life you live here but that 
beyond the grave. 
Tt is the k ind of 
life 
you 
will 
lead by 
accepting 
Christ.” 
Tht* evangelist asserted that after 
life, came death. He said that young 
as well as old must face it some day 
and that if spiritual life is had. then 
there is no fear of death. 
He said 
that 
examination day or judgment 
comes after death. 
The evangelist 
said that if the boys and girls were 
all Christians that Jesus would answ­ 
er their q uestions. 
The last division, 
he said, is eternity, 
tie pointed out 
that that is a thing that never ends 
and that the human being is pushed 


‘on by an unseen hand until the body 
< drops in the grave and the 
unseen 
| hand k eeps on pushing the soul to a 
¡life in heaven.

He 
stated 
that 
boys and 
girls 
¡should be Christians for three rea- 
Isons: 
because Jesus commands it, 
because it is the best life they can 
j lead and because they can lead Ynany 
others to Christ which is the best 
reason of them all.
